LONDON, Nov. 22 (Agencies) — Iran's 
oil ministry Monday officially denied reports 
from Baghdad that Iraqi Air Force and naval 
units had destroyed five ofl- tankers near 
Iran’s main oil terminal of Khaig. 

A spokesman for the ministry told Reuters 
by telephone from Tehran: “The public rela- 
. tions of the oil ministry officially denies these 
reports which are nothing but empty dahns." 
He added: “loading is taking place. as usual 
and everything is under control.' ’ 

Spot oil traders in Rotterdam said Sunday 
they had ceased believing Iraqi claims of 
attacks on Kharg following about nine previ- 
ous attempts, all of which appeared 
unfounded. 

They said three Norwegian ships lying off 
Kharg Island at the weekend repotted no 
Iraqi bombings. An Iraqi militaxy communi- 
que said Sunday Iraqi aircraft and naval units 
had .hit the ships which burned and-sank on 
Saturday night. 

Lloyds of London cast doubt on an Iraqi 
claim and a spokesman said the company had 
“j/. received ,oo confirmation of the Iraqi News

If Iraqi' jets bad attacked the tankers, at

ALGIERS, Nov. 22 (SPA) — King 
Fahd and President Cbedli Benjedkl held 
official talks about various topics of 
mutual concern and Arab and Islamic 
interests during the second day of the 
royal visit. The talks were attended by the 
delegations accompanying them. 

Earlier the two leaders held private 
talks without their aides in a closed ses- 
sion. 

King Fahd arrived here Sunday on a 
three-day state visit in which he was 
expected to raise the issues of the Saharan 
and Gulf conflicts with a view to finding 
peaceful settlements for them. 

Meanwhile, the official Algerian daily 
AI Moujaktd said Sunday that the Palesti- 
nian question and the Western Sahara 
conflict would be major topics of discus- 
sion during the visit. 

The Kingdom's ambassador here said 
that he hoped the Kings visit would lead 
to the resumption of Algerian mediation 
to end the Gulf war which has been raging 
for over two years. 

Meanwhile, in Riyadh, Information 
Minister Muhammad Abdo Yam am said 
that King Fahd will visit other countries 
^before returning home. > 

U.S. decision 
on MX imminent 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP) — U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan is poised to 
announce his decision on deploying the huge 
new MX intercontinental missile, with all 
signs indicating he will chose a closely spaced 
basing scheme that feces opposition in Con- 
gress. 

Administration sources said in advance of 
Reagan's announcement, expected' late 
Monday, they understand he has accepted a 
recommendation to place 100 MX weapons 
in super-hardened launch silos spaced about 
1.800 to, 2^000 feet (548-609 meters) apart in 
the West, probably at Warcen Air Force 
Base, Wyoming. . 

The president will discuss the MX in a 
nationally televised speech at 8 p.m„ 
(0100GMT).The speech will also cover arms 
control matters and relations with the Soviet 
Union. The entire MX project is expected to 
cost about $30 billion. 

Damaged brain 
can be set right 

LONDON. Nov. 22 (R) — British and 
Swedish scientists say they have performed 
experiments on rats which suggest damaged 
brain functions could be restored by tissue 
transplants, the London Times reported 
Monday. . 

The scientists, at Cambridge and Lund 
universities, destroyed the hippocampus, a 
part of the brain thought to help rats find 
their way through mazer, and transplanted 
new tissue, the newspaper said- 
They then discovered that the rats were as 
mod or better at finding food in a maze than 
before, it added. The Times report said the 
experiments seemed to be a step forward to 
restoring damaged human brain functions.

Gemayel pledges 
to free Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Nov. 22 (AP) — President 
Amin Gemayel declared Lebanon would 
regain its independence on its own terms "no 
matter what the sacrifices” with the support 
of the Western and Arab states. 

The 40-year-old Gemayel spoke in a 
nationwide broadcast on the eve of Leba- 
non's Independence Day. "I declare here and 
nowon Independence Day that we will regain 
our independence and land by aB the means 
available to us and we shall negotiate in the 
manner and level prescribed by our own 
national interests and dignity...” Gemayel 
said. He was apparenlty referring to Israel 
and the terms imposed by Israeli leaders for 
the start of negotiations that will cventualy 
lead to the withdrawal of Israel troops from 
Lebanon. 

"I feel that the sympathy of friendly Arab 
states and the cooperation of other friendly 
countries with us and the raised voices of our 
emigrants in the Western world especially in 
the United States with its friendly people and 
its great president, assures us that we are not 
alone in the process of negotiation nor in the 
battle for dignity, freedom and destiny” 
Gemayel added. “Various powers have stri- 
ven to strip our people and our land of its 
rights and sovereignty ... These plots have 
T^k r n on a thousand shapes, colors and cov- 
ers and today they have shown their ugliest 
faces and most dangerous methods.” 
Gemayel said without specifying the object of 
his attack. 

He added: “1 tell the orchestratons of these 
plots, to the near and the far, the friend and 
the foe that Lebanon is doomed but it is not. 
Stop whipping our people and learn from 
history that the whip often moves from the 
hand of executioner to the hand of the vic- 
tim.” , .

NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (R) — Sen. Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan said the espionage of two 
young men played a major role in the U.5. 
Senate’s failure to pass the Stratepc Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT) treaty m 1979. 

Moynihan, a New York Democrat who is 
vice chairman of the Senate Intelligence 
Committee, was asked on television what 
happened as a result of the spying of Christ- 
opher Boyce and Dalton L**- 
The two were convicted m 1977 of passing 
Sfecrets to the Soviet Union. Lee, now 30, was 
even a life sentence for providing Moscow 
with coding cards which enabled them to 
decode top-secret U.S. Central Intelligence

Boyce, now 29, worked as a clerk in the 
secrets vault of a U.S. defense contractor and 
provided Moscow with the documents. He

RIYADH, Nov. 22 (SPA) - Crown Prince 
Abdullah, the first deputy premier and com- 
mander of the National Guard, Monday 
briefed the council of ministers on the con- 
tents of two messages between King Fahd 
and Kuwaiti Ruler Sheikh Jaber Al- Ahmad 
Al-Sabah on the cosolidation of bilateral 
relations. 

Information Minister Dr. Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani said that the cabinet, meeting 
under Prince Abdullah, examined a number 
of reports on the current Arab situation. It 
was also briefed by Omar Faqih. the presi- 
dent of the Audit Board on the implementa- 
tion of the 140UH'1401H (198U81) state 
budget. Furthermore, the cabinet considered 
a study submitted to it on the creation of 
suburbs for Saudi cities, prior to an indepth 
examination at another session. 

Dr. Yamani also said that the cabinet dis- 
cussed and approved a draft economic and 
trade agreement linking Saudi Arabia with 
Iraq and fostering their economic and trade 
ties. Finance and Economy Minister 
Muhammad Aba AI-Kbail was empowered 
to sign the agreement on behalf of the Saudi 
government. 


Begin’s aide urges pullout 


TEL AVIV, Nov. 22 (R) - Welfare Minis- 
ter Ataron Uzan said Monday Israel was get- 
ting dangerously involved In Lebanon’s 
ethnic disputes and urged a unilateral, partial 
withdrawal of Israeli forces to South Leba- 
non. . 

Speaking to Israel radio. Uzan said several 
other ministers supported him in calling for 
Israel to pull back its troops to a 45 kilomet- 
ers line north of the border without waiting 
for an overall agreement on the evacuation of 
all foreign forces from Lebanon. 

U.S. peace mediator Philip Habib has 
returned to Beirut to try to achieve a com- 
plete withdrawal of Israeli and Syrian as well 
as the remaining Palestinian commandos 
from Lebanon. 

“ We need not wait for a full agreement but 
should pull back because we are gening 
dangerously mixed up in Lebanon's insoluble 
ethnic battles,’' Uzan told Israel radio. _ 

••The Lebanese authorities are doing 
nothing to solve the fighting between the 
Christian and Druze populations and are 
blaming for the troubles even though our sol- 
diers have been risking their lives to stop the 
fighting. 


Meanwhile, the opposition Labor Party 
presented a motion of no-confidence in 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin’s govern- 
ment Monday after government figures 
accused the party of calling for cuts in U.S. 
aid to Israel. The motion is to be debated 
Wednesday. 

The latest move arose from a furor over a 
New York Times article which said Labor 
politicians were urging a cut in U.S. aid as the 
only means of bringing down the Begin gov- 
ernment. 

Pole hijacks plane 
to West Berlin 

BERLIN, Nov. 22 (AP) — One of three 
security guards aboard a Polish airliner 
hijacked the Soviet-built An-24 on the first 
leg of its scheduled flight from Wroclaw via 
Warsaw to Gdansk Monday and forced the 
pilot to fly him to the U.S. air base in West 
Berlin, a base spokeswoman said. 

The plane, carrying 31 passengers, a crew 
of four and the three security guards, landed 
in Tempelhof airfield and American security 
guards drove out to the runway to meet it. 
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Peking regards the 19th-century treaties 
winch gave the colony to Britain as unequal 
anrh therefore. invalid.

One of these will be developed 
on the western coast of the twon at a cost of 
SR2H. while the second, on the opposite 
coast, has been allocated SR16 million. The 
parks will have all recreation means. Studies 
are now underway for issuing tenders fur the 
two projects. Sakran said. 

Ruhaimah has been given approval for 
construction of a 1 00- bed comprehensive 
hospital, the .emir added. The town' s munici- 
pality -is preparing at present to commission a 
SR4 million new slaughterhouse.

Indonesian commission talks open 


JAKARTA. Nov. 22 (SPA) — The 
Saudi-lndonesian Joint Commission began 
meetings here Monday to disru ss various 
aspects of cooperation between the two coun- 
tries. 

The Kingdom’s delegation comprises rep- 
resentatives of the foreign, ulterior, housing, 
planning and commerce ministries; the Saudi 


Arabian National Center for Science and 
Technology; the Organization of Technical 
Education and Vocational Training; and 
Saudia. 

Saudi Arabian Ambassador to Indonesia 
Muhammad Saeed Basra wi is a member of 
the delegation which is headed by Foreign 
Undersecretary for Economic and Cultural 
Affairs Abdullah Muhammad Alireza. 
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the first meeting of the board of directors of 
the Islamic Center for the Development of 
Trade set up by the organization. 

Chatti said that the activities of the OIC 
were aimed at establishing such a market 
within the foreseeable future. He added the 
market would unite the Islamic world 
economically and help it become a more 
influential factor in world affairs, which, ip 
turn, would make it possible for the Muslims 
to liberate their occupied territories, forem- 
ost among which are Jerusalem. Palestine 
and the Golan Heights. 

The secretary general of the OIC. which 
represents Dearly one billion Muslims, 
pointed out that the Islamic world produced 
more than 40 percent of the overall world oil 
production. 71 percent of the manganese 
production and 20 percent of the phosphate 
ore production. Thus OIC member states 
combined exports constitute some 1 2 percent 
of all world exports. At the same time, their 
imports account for only 8 percent of the 
overall figure. The exports proportion within 
the Islamic world remains very weak, despite 
foe fact that it is possible to cut down import 
from non-lslamic countries by activating 
trade exchanges within 'the international 
Islamic community.

He added that tbe 
promotion of trade exchanges in this way will 
boost industrial progress in the Islamic world. 
It wQl prompt the countries to produce more 
foodstuffs and manufactured goods and to 
develop their transport and communications 
networks.

MAKKAH, Nov. 22 — King Fahd has 
received from Foreign Minister Prince Sand 
Al- Faisal the ftifl report of the sixth session of 
the Saudi- Korean Joint Commission held 
recently in Seoul. Copies of the report were 
circulated to all concerned ministries, 
departments and establishments. Okaz 
repored Sunday. 

According to the report, the Koreans 
expressed keen desire to see Saudi Arabia 
help Korean firms play their part w the con- 
struction of the steel complex, in projects of 
the Saudi Arabian Basic Industries Corpora- 
tion, and in establishing a private sector joint 
venture company. On tbe financial plane, the 
Koreans proposed that the Kingdom partici- _ 
pate in World Bank loan projects, and that' 
tbe Saudi Fund for Development extend a 
$50 million loans for the development of a 
port in Korea. 

The two sides agreed to step up efforts to 
increase and expand the scope of trade bet- 
ween them. The Koreans expressed concern 
about tbe growing gap in the trade balance in 
favor of Saudi Arabia. It expressed the desire 
to see this balance rectified. The Saudi Ara- 
bians explained that the disparity was due to 
Korea's crude oil requirements, and said that 
Korea could increase its exports to Saudi 
Arabia by sending competitive goods to its 
markets. 

The representatives expressed their desire 
to strengthen agricultural cooperation. Saudi 
Arabia suggested a set of measures for this 
purpose.

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Kingdom’s role important 
in telecommunications 
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RIYADH. Nov. 22 — , Saudi Arabia’s 
recent .remarkable progress in the field of 
teleconmnmkations has not gone unnoticed . 

in the international conmimuty'af^rding to 
Saadi Telephone's West Region Manager 
Rabea Sadik Dahlan.. He said the Kingdom 
occupied a prominent place among national 
delegations at the recent Nairobi meeting of 
the International Telecommunications 
Union (ITU). • 

Dahlan. who has played a vital role in the 
expansion of the Kingdom's telecommunica- 
tions network, was invited to be the keynote 
speaker at the event 

' “We actively participate in ITU because 
the. enormous growth of telecommunications 
in the Kingdom makes us an important part- 
ner in this sector." Dahlan explained. “First, 
we wish to keep abreast of all developments 
in this field, whether technical or administra- 
tive and resolve problems of an international 
dimension. 

"Second, as ITU is. a large and respected 
international body — a key agency of the 
United Nations — it is a good forum to press 
important issue for the Kingdom and the 
Arab nation." 

The ITU is the specialized agency of the 
United Nations for telecommunications. It 
was founded in 1865, and has its headquar- 
ters in Geneva. The ITU unites the telecom- 
munications administrations of 158 coun- 
tries. The world telecommunication industry, 
international and national sound and radio 
broadcasting organizations, scientific insti- 
tutes and network operating agencies all take 
part in its work through the medium of its 
four permanent organs: the General Sec- 
retariat. the International Frequency Regist- 
ration Board, the International Radio Con- 
sultative Commi ttee, and the International 
Telegraph and Telephone Consultative 
Committee. With these bodies, the ITU 
plans, regulates, standardizes and co- 
ordinates telecommunications of every kind, 
to ensure their harmonious development 
throughout tbs world. 

Few of the nations belonging to the ITU 
have risen to prominence as quickly as Saudi 
Arabia. As the Nairobi Conference demons- 
trated last month, the Kingdom has assumed 
a place of leadership not only in technical 
fields, but in a special role as custodian of the 
values of Islam. 

The Saudi Arabian delegates worked hard 
and achieved much. Dahlan said- “In my 
opinion four items stand out. Most important 


perhaps was that Arabic was adopted as one 
of tiie official languages of the Union. This is 
a very significant step forward for the Arab 
nation." he said. 

We also sponsored a successful resolution 
condemning the damages done to the Leban- 
ese telecommunications network by the bar- 
baric acts of the Zionist entity" Dahlan 
explained.” Third, we accepted to continue 
as a responsible and respected member of 
ITU and were elected to the administrative 
council of the union for the third time. Finally 
acting on instructions from the Minister of 
P.T.T. we raised our contribution to this 
international union 10 times, corresponding 
to our growth in telephone. This larger con- 
tribution will help to support worthwhile pro- 
jects” ’ 

The reasons for the respect granted to 
Saudi Arabia by the members of the tele- 
communications community are not hard to 
find. Using advanced management control 
techniques that could serve as a model for 
efficient development among other nations. 
Saudi Arabia h«s transformed its telecom- 
munications infrastructure in record time. 
Receutly. in fact, the Kingdom led the world 
in the speed of telephone installation. The 
158 nations of the ITU are impressed with 
these statistics. 

There has been an increase in the King- 
dom's telephone line capacity from 177.000 
lines in 1978 to one million lines in mid- 1 982. 
serving some 283 communities. While the 
number of telephone lines ’was growing. 
Saudi Telephone also made spectacular 
improvements in quality. 

The Kingdom has the world's first all- 
electronic telephone system. A 1 600 kilome- 
ter coaxial cable network is currently being 
expanded by an additional 2500 kilometers. 
Expansion is also underway on the King- 
dom's 10.000 kilometer microwave network. 

The country’s three Standard A earth 1 sta- 
tions have led the Kingdom to be the world’s 
sixth largest user of the space segment of the 
INTELSAT satellite system. A new coastal 
radio system provides state-of-the-art 24- 
hour communications to ships at sea. A 
recently introduced mobile telephone net- 
work is the largest of its kind in the world. 

With Saudi Arabia’s modem dialing sys- 
tem. more than 88 percent of all of the King- 
dom’s long-distance calls are dialled directly 
• by the subscribers themselves, compared to 
only 50 — 70 percent in other western coun- 
tries.

1,700 enrolled 
in Kingdom* s 
girls * colleges 

JEDDAH, Nov. 22 (SPA) — The Eastern 
Region's two girls’ colleges in Jeddah and 
Makkah are now catering for 1.700 students. 
Of these. 1.200 students study at the Jeddah 
college in 12 sections including Islamic 
Studies. Arabic language, history, geogra- 
phy, education, psychiatry, chemistry, phys- 
ics, biology, mathematics. English language 
and domestic economy. 

Makkah’s 500 female students enroll in 
four sections which are Isla m ic studies, 
Arabic language. English language and 
domestic economy, according to Ibrahim 
Al-Subhi. Western Region girls' colleges 
director generaLTbe teaching staff in Jed- 
dah’s college include 98 Saudi Arabian lec- 
turers and assistants, 108 foreign contractees 
and 44 administrators. A total of 1 4 students 
obtained masters’ degrees since 1978. Subhi 
said, while bachelor's degree graduates 
number 720 female students. 

The Makkah girls' college is run by 55 
Saudi Arabian staff members. About 145 
students have graduated from the college 
since 1979. he said.

Meanwhile, in the West Bank town of 
Jenin an unidentified attacker threw a 
firebomb at an Israeli truck. And in the West 
Bank’s largest town, Nablus, attackers threw 
rocks at an Israeli bus.

Asked by reporters to comment on the 
plans, Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali said: “They are totally rejected. 
They constitute a very stiff obstacle to efforts 
aimed at reviving peace talks in the area." 

Ali was speaking after a meeting with Pres- 
ident Hosni Mubarak and top policy advisers 
including Prime Minister Fuad Mohieddin, 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Boutros 
Ghali and presidential adviser Osama’ Baz. 
Ali said the meeting dealt with the outcome 
of his recent talks in Washington and the 
situation in the Middle East, 

Later Ali held a 90-minute meeting with 
the Israeli ambassador in Cairo, Moshe Sas- 
son, which they both described as “friendly 
and cordial." Ali said they discussed bilateral 
relations and ways of settling a border dispute 
over Taba, a 700-meter coastal strip in Sinai. 

Sasson described the differences on Taba 
as “only technical." 

Asked whether he and Ali has discussed a 
date for the Taba talks, Sasson replied: “The 
Taba meeting will be at the technical 
(experts) level and we did not discuss specif- 
ics.” 

The aim of the Taba talks will be to lay 
down procedures for settling the dispute by 
conciliation or arbitration as stipulated m the 
1979 IsraeU-Egyptian peace treaty.

Zia won’t free political foes 


KARACHI, Nov. 22 (Agencies) — Pakis- 
tani President Gen. Zia ul-Haq said Monday 
be will not release a number of opposition 
leaders who are being detained for violating 
the country’s martial law "to pollute the polit- 
ical climate of the country." 

Zia made the statement when he was asked 
whether his government would free the 
opposition leaders including retired Air 
Marshal Asghar Khan, head of the Tehrik 
lstiqlal Party, and Nawabzada NasaruUah 
Khan, leader of the Pakistan Democratic 
Party. 

“Nobody will be allowed to play foul with 
the law of the land,” he said. The detained 
politicians “are living comfortably in their 
houses and they are not in jails as generally 
believed,” 25a said. 

Another opposition leader, Nusrat Bhutto, 
widow of executed Prime Minister Zuifikar 
AH Bhutto, flew to West Germany last Satur- 
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day for treatment of suspected lung cancer. 
Mrs. Bhutto, who has beaded. her late hus- 
band's Pakistan People's Party since his 
execution in 1979, accused Zia in Munich of 
having destroyed all institutions in Pakistan. 

“If she meant the institutions created by 
her husband and his People's Party, then she 
is right,” Zia said. 

Zia also denied reports that he met Afghan 
President Babrak Karmal during bis visit to 
Moscow for the funeral of President Leonid 
Brezhnev. Talking to press here for the arri- 
val of Romanian President Nicolae 
Ceausescu Sunday night. Zia said that foreign 
press reports that he had met Karmal in Mos- 
cow were false. 

Meanwhile, lawyers in Karachi and other 
cities in Pakistan Monday boycotted the 
courts to press their demands for restoration 
of democracy and constitutional rule in the 
country.

The U.S. political system 

The very first fact that everybody should know 
about this is that it is the exclusive domain of U.S. 
capital. True, it is a two-party system which func- 
tions legally and is regulated by law. True. too. the 
U.S. political process is a free enterprise, wide open 
for both individual participation and public 
scrutiny. But it is equally true that, in its entirety, it 
all rotates around the electoral process, and this is 
the “ shaft” through which special-interests groups 
first penetrate then dominate the entire U.S. politi- 
cal system. 

This is so because of the simple fact that, to be 
elected, candidates solely depend on voters. To 
obtain their votes, the candidate has to reach for 
them; and this entails both good communication 
with and public exposure to them. Both are expen- 
sive propositions. A half-a -minute commercial in 
prime time on any of the three main television 
networks is worth more than $30,000. A page in 
The New York Times costs over $18,000. Accord- 
ingly. election campaigns are extremely costly. The 
actual electoral campaign for the governorship of 
the state of New York, for example, has already cost 
one candidate, the American Jewish Republican. 
Lou Lehennan. $8 million. The last presidential 
campaign cost the incumbent Carter and the incom- 
ing Reagan a staggering $100 milli on. 

As most candidates cannot possibly afford such 
mind-boggling figures, they seek public and private 
“contributions” from any and all sources w illin g to 
give them. Thus, special-interests groups organize

KARACHI — Hie barred, spotted and 
tipped Pakistani cuckoo has found a new 
home in Karachi where a quarter century ago 
it was rarely seen. The increase in the number 
of cuckoos has not hit the headlines in the - 
international book of birds. Yet the 
development is unusual, for Karachi is a 
thickly populated area where the roads are 
clogged with motor vehicles and the air is full 
of carbon monoxide. The environs of Karachi 
are mostly sand-dunes and dry rough 


Their persistent calls heralds for him the 
ripening of the mangoes — a much relished 
fruit — and the onset of rains, a long awaited 
event. 

The red-beaked Pakistani waxbills. whose 
plumage is stippled with white, have a pecul- 
iar habit: they turn their entire growth of 
feathers bright red soon after rains set in. 
These small twittering and singing creatures, 
which are erroneously called ’'fire finches", 
“tiger finches", “zebra finches" by bird sel- 
lers. are immensely popular as cage birds. -

The experts think that the number of cuck- 
oos in the metropolitan city has increased on 
account of trees that have been planted in 
large numbers here by the owners of guava 
and 'eheeko* orchards and private bun- 
galows. The call of the cuckoo can be heard 
almost everywhere in Karachi from April ro 
November. The bird invariably lays its eggs in 
the nests of the crows of which there are 
several hundred thousands in and around the 
city’. 

The Karachi cuckoos are among the tw elve 
species found in Pakistan. Of these only the 
pied-crested cuckoo is a summer breeding 
visitor, the rest being permanent residents. 
Cuckoos and koels (rainbirds) may appear 
different to an ornithologist but to an average 
Pakistani thev are one and the same thing.

The largest angle 
population of bulbuls is concentrated in the 
M argali a Hills National Park which sprawls 
upon 48 square miles of the mauve and blue 
mountains that form a backdrop to the Pakis- 
tan's capital. Islamabad. 

The park where a natural regeneration of

Korean stores in Baltimore 
become targets of gunmen

BALTIMORE. Maryland (AP) — In the 
back of Chung’s grocery, the police 
emergency number stands out in bold black 
letters on a crudely-made cardboard sign 
next to the telephone. When night fells in the 
poor, mostly black, inner-city neighborhood, 
the Chungs" retreat behind a plastic shield to 
protect themselves from armed visitors, even 
before metal grating is pulled across the tiny 
storefront. 

Despite the presence of often elaborate 
security systems, at least three Korean- 
American grocers have been killed here over 
the past two years. Many others, like the 
Chungs, were robbed. Police say it is not 
because of who they are. but where their 
stores are located, that Korean immigrants 
have been the targets of crime. But that is 
little consolation for more than 250 Korean 
families who put in 70- to 90-hour work 
weeks at their small stores, most of which are 
located in the inner city. 

Now many of them are looking for a way 
out. despite efforts by city officials to keep 
them from leaving. “Today most Korean 
grocers are trying io find other suitable busi- 
ness." says Jooo Kim. a grocer and president 
of the Korean Businessmen’s Association. 

A r least seven stores have closed down dur- 
ing the past year and Kim says that the main 
reason for the shutdown is fear. But it is not 
the only reason. “It also a very hard life." he 
said through an interpreter. 

Suk Bum Chung — no relation; to the 
Chungs — worked 12 hours a day. ax and 
seven days a week, for six years before he was 
gunned down during a holdup at his smaU 
grocery store last November. He had hoped 
to bring his wife and six children to the coun- 
try onee his business was thriving. Once tie 
wrote home to say. “I understand the prob- 
lems of crime here. But 1 don’t know what to 


vive in the area. You don’t have to be driven 
out.' ” said sergeant Bill Lawson.who serves 
as a police liaison with the Korean commun- 
ity-' 

According to Lawson, the language barrier 
and clash of cultures have added to the strains 
faced by members of the Korean community. 
“Ninety percent of the problems I deal with 
are misunderstandings.” said Lawson, a 
community relations officer who investigates 
religious or racial incidents in the city. 

Over the years, local Korean- Americans 
have been portrayed as another in a line of 
immigrants succeeding through hard work, 
despite often adverse circumstances. 
Korean-American business leaders say the 
publicity has done them harm. “There’s 
nothing to boast. We are struggling.” said 
HoJurfPak. a real estate agent who heads the 
Korean society of Greater Baltimore. “The 
Koreans are not so successful as is publi- 
cized." 

Greater Baltimore’s Korean-American 
community has grown from a few hundred in 
the late 1 960s to about 20,000 today and now 
represents the largest Asiatic group in the 
city. Most came from middle- and upper- 
middle class families and many already had 
jobs before they arrived. That influx has vir- 
tually stopped. 

Korean immigrants were attracted to the 
small neighborhood grocery stores because 
they were the cheapest businesses available 
and because they required little knowledge of 
English to’operate. Some have been accused 
of exploiting the blacks who make up most of 
their clientele. Many of the Koreans live (n 
the suburbs to take advantage of better 
schools and view the stores as a stepping- 
stone for something better for their children. 

Korean-Americans say they have had to 
fig^it a misconception that they have received 
some type of special financial assistance. 
Lawson said that in many cases, blacks have

“This is not 
true. We tell them we didn’t come with bare 
bands.” he said. “ Mostly the people are very 
educated, which is a big asset." 


— a frontline bush. It is this bush which the 
bulbuls of Margalla Hills find just the right 
thing in roost in. The valley of Sharan which 
is almost entirely alpine in character, and 
where the scenery can easily be mistaken for 
that of the Swiss or ibe French Alps, is the 
abode of a large song bird. This bird which 
sings almost continuously from sunrise ro 
sunset amidst the fir and pines of the valley, is 
called koel by local herdsmen; but ft has in 
fact nothing to do with the koels. of the 
plains; it is altogether a different bird. 

The most famous migratory bird which vis- 
its the plains of Pakistan from its parched and 
Stony breeding grounds in Central Asia and 
Soviet Russia in July and August in large 
numbers, is the starling. The bird relishes the 
peepal and banyan figs and lantana and peelo 
berries. 

Pelicans of which there are two distinct 
species and spoonbills locally known as 
chamchas, can quite often be spotted in the 
marshes and wetlands of the country. Spoon- 
bills like the demoiselle crane — an autumn 
passage migrant — fly in ■ V formations lend- 
ing a beamy of its own to the rural skyscapes 
in winter. The red-eyed and gray-plumagcd 
demoiselle crane is easily domesticated. Dur- 
ing flights, the bird utters a melancholy cry 
which can be heard for long distances. Konni 
is so much a part of the rural scenes that 
nobody in Pakistan considers it an alien bird. 

Black -tailed drongos have found a perma- 
nent residense in the sins and acacias on the 
rim of the 6.5 sq. miles of Halaijec Lake, one 
of the most famous bird sanctuaries in Pakis- 
tan. "The drongos collect at forest fires and 
fired grasslands to hunt the insects fleeing 
through the rising smoke.” These fork-tailed 
birds are not an uncommon sight in Pakistan. 
About 30.000 coots visit Hoiaijee Lake every 
year. Flamingoes and purple moor-hens, 
however, have taken to the lake where their 
population stands at several hundreds now: 
they are the permanent residents of the sanc- 
tuary. 

The large pin-tailed sand grouse is both a 
winter migrant and a passage bird. Sand 
grouse of some species have the peculiar 
habit' of returning' to the same spot from 
where they rise, and at least some are known 
to wet their wings in the water holes to return 
to their nests to cool their eggs. During flights 
they look like massive gray clouds when they 
come to this country from their home in Cen- 
tral Aria. But for the loud calls which round 
like the gingling of tinkle- be 11s in the vast 
countryside, the birds may easily be mistaken 
for swallows. 

Swallows of which there arc plenty, are 
seen hovering over waterways, the surfaces of 
lakes and rivers. I have seen a dozen nests of 
these birds upon a rock four feet above the 
ground on the bank of River Indus atTarbela 
where the birds had painstakingly collected 
mud and had made their nests. The only swal- 
low that was present in the nest at the time 
was dead, as if it had built the nest only to die. 
Its . plumage , was still fresh.. When it had 
exactly died is difficult ro tell. J have akoscen 
swallows swooping down and hovering over 
the sprays from a small waterfall in Cbitral. 
the northern most district of Pakistan. 

Guinea fowls and golden pheasants, which 
are both alien birds, are reared in captivity 
with increasing success. The World Pheasant 
Society has started a program for the rehabili- 
tation of Chir pheasants in the Margalla Hills 
where the birds were once numerous but 
have since been wiped out by man. Peacocks 
can be seen almost anywhere in Pakistan. 
Some have been spotted recently in the artifi- 
cial eucalyptus plantation at Khipro. Sind, 
but their largest concentration is in the Salt 
Range in central Pakistan. 

Gerebs — which dive into the water even 
before a shot is fired at them — shovelers. 
plovers, pipits, snipes, lapwings, pintails, 
peewits, merganser, mullards. swans, 
jacanas. curlews, ibis, bitterns and teals can 
be spotted in any wetland in the plains. 

Eagles — of which there are ten resident 
species — harriers, falcons, kites, ospreys and 
vultures are a familiar sight in rhe wildernes- 
ses. Hie barn owl too is not uncommon. More 
than 14 types arc found in the plains and 
mountains. Pakistani falcons are exported in 
ever-increasing numbers to tlic Gulf stales. 
Ring-necked parrots and parakeets remain, 
however, the favorite cage birds both at home 
and abroad. Quails, finches, grackles and 
mynahs too are prized as cage birds.

Greeting cards for a cause

MANILA (Depthnews) — Marketing 
initiatives in New York City are facilitating 
the revival of the two centuries-old craft 
industries in Nepal. The industries are 
paper making and wood block printing, and 
by combining the two into a greeting card 
industry, the United Nations Children's 
Fund has found a receptive audience in the 
L'.S. and guaranteed the sale of an initial 
500.000 cards next year. 

Low - income rural families, which usually 
produce small quantities of paper from the 
bark of rhe Himalayan daphne bush bet- 
ween rice crops, have been encouraged to 
step up production. Urban printers have 
also been asked to cut and stamp the paper 
with native designs, using traditional wood 
block methods. Samples of their work have 
sold like the proverbial hot cakes during 
market trials in the U.S. this year; and it 
appears likely that the 300 rural and urban 
families involved in the opening phase of 
the project, might double their per capita 
income from future sales. 

Even more promising from UNICEFs 
point of view is a decision by the paper and 
card makers to channel their profits back 
into community development. 

Baseline studies have been completed in 
the Baglung. Parbat and Dolakha districts 
yto identify community priorities for health 


and sanitation services, drinking water, 
education and women's development. A 
water supply project in Parbat will greatly 
reduce the time women spend carting water 
and a community 1 center which is now under 
construction, will be used for health and 
nutrition training and preschool activities 
for children. 

Smalt farming groups will be shown 
improved paper making techniques, and 
will be trained in accounting and marketing 
principles. Miss Kathy Peterson. who has 
recently completed work on a promotion 
film for the project, said during a recent visit 
to New York that the underlying focus of 
the training was to help rural groups gain 
better access to institutional credit and 
acquire skills which could be applied to the 
management of their basic community ser- 
vices as well. She said that UNICEF s office 
in Katmandu was working with the local 
Four H Club and Jaycees in nearby Bhak- 
tapur to develop similar organizational 
structures for printers and their families 
also. 

The printing unit in Bhaktapur has 
formed a day care committee for the chil- 
dren of working mothers and the factory 
intends to support a day care facility in 
cooperation with a national teacher training 
program. Miss Peterson said the priming 
unit would also take part in environmental 


sanitation and health education programs. 

Nepal’s greeting card project grew of in 
proposal by UNICEFs executive board to 
encourage card production in developing, 
countries. Ejgil Christensen, chief of the 
New York Greeting Card Operation, vis- 
ited India. Nepal and Pakistan in 1980 and 
reported that the traditional labor-intensive 
techniques of all three w ere capable of pro- 
ducing designs and textures with wide 
international appeal. UNICEFhas helped 
with start-up capital and training, and the 
villagers and townfolk have pulled together 
to produce an operation with a wide range 
of economic, social and environmental 
benefits. 

Having generated the prospect of con- 
tinued profits fromNepai’s forests. 
UNICEF and the Food and Agriculture 
Organization have been able to persuade 
farmers to be more conservative in their 
harvesting and to begin replanting both the 
daphne and hardwood forests. Tne Nepal- 
ese' forestry department is working to 
develop fuel efficient stoves for boiling the 
bark ready for pulping and UNICEF is 
looking at the prospects of using solar 
energy to help save scarce fuelwood. The 
organization is also investigating the use Of 
appropriate technologies ro case the labor 
of paper production and to give the paper 
makers — many of them women — time for 
other things. \j

World seen less hospitable to refugees

UNITED NATIONS (Rj - The world is 
becoming less and less hospitable toward 
refugees, according to the United Nations 
body responsible for trying.to ease, their 
plight. . - ...» 

The U.N. High . Commissioner . for. 
Refugees (UNHCR),' Poul Harding.* -says 
some 10 million people, mostly in Africa and 
Asia, are seeking asylum after leaving their 
own countries. “There are indications that 
go\ emments in different areas of the world 
are adopting an increasingly restrictive 
approach in granting durable asylum and in 
identifying persons to be regarded as 
refugees of concern to the international 
community’." Hurtling said in his latest 
annual report. 

This might be due to the continuing flow of 
refugees, which had led to public hostility 
toward them in some countries, he said. 
Another factor was the world recession, 
which had encouraged the view rhat all aliens, 
including refugees, were potential com- 
petitors for limited or decreasing economic 
opportunities. 

The UNHCR is particularly concerned 
about violations of the principle of non- 
rcfculcmem — a legal term meaning that 
refugees should not be forced to return to 
countries where they are in danger of perse- 
cution or worse. But the strictly non-political 
body, which has overseen international 
refugee relief and resettlement efforts for 31 
years, steers dear of pointing an accusing 
finger at governments whose cooperation it 
might need and says little about the political 
causes of the flow of refugees. 

Us report on the year up to last April said 
Africa alone had some five million refugees 


and displaced persons Jasi year, particularly 
in the Horn and Sudan. Many were the vic- 
tims of fighting between Ethiopia and 
Somalia, while others fled unrest in Uganda, 
Chad and other countries. In Asia. Pakistan 
has well over two million refugees from 
neighboring Afghanistan, who fled after the 
December ll»7'9 Soviet military intervention 
'in their country . - - 

In Southeast' Asia, where the exodus of 
“boat people" from Vietnam dramatized the 
refugee plight in the 1970s. 230,000 fugitives 
from Indochina were still awaiting a fasting 
solution, the report said. About 1 00,0(KJ 
people entered countriesof first asy lum in the 
region, chiefly Thailand. last year while some 
120.000 were resettled in third countries. 

Piracy, a constant hazard for refugees cros- 
sing the South China Sea in small boats, had 
shown no sign of abatement, the UNHCR 
reported, though coastal states had taken 
whatever ami-piracy measures they could. 
About half of those who succeeded in reach- 


ing other countries by sea " had fallen victim 
to physical assault and robbery in the course 
of their flight," the agency said. Numerous 
cases involving murder and abduction were 
also recorded. 

What is more, an unknown number of 
other refugees is believed to have died on the 
high seas from other causes, such asdrowniiig 
and starvation.” Elsewhere in the South Asia 
region and in Central America, refugees were 
shot down — sometimes by the hundreds — 
whUe trying to reach the safety of a refugee 
camp." the report said. 

In Latin America, there were 280,000 
refugees at the end of last year, including 
1S0.00U from El Salvador. An increasing 
number of Guatemalans and Nicaraguans 
had also sought asylum, the report said. 
There were 589.200 refugees in Europe, with 
a substantial increase in the numberof Poles 
seeking asy lum, the UNHCR said, though it 
did not mention the political upheaval in 
Poland that sparked the exodus to the West.

The former 
president is also for the withdrawal of Israiel 
from the occupied Arab territories but not for 
an independent Palestinian state. Like 
Reagan. Carter also is an advocate of a 
Jordanian-Palestinian federation. 

More than anybody else. Iran's Ayatollah 
Khomeini was responsible for Cartels fall — 
though Begin too contributed his mite, fi 
Begin had been as keen on an overall peace 
treaty as were Carter and Sadat, an accept- 
able peace settlement might have emerged 
rather than just an Israel- Egypt accord.

Negotiations with Iran wen 
producing satisfactory results and toward 
solution when Iraqi troops moved into Irar 
delaying the release of hostages and fhistrat 
ing Carter once again. The hostage releas 
might have given Carter another term in th 
White House and this in turn would hav 
enabled the outsider to Washington to buzli 
on the base of the first four years.

U. S . scientists work on N- bullet

LONDON (LOS) American nuclear 

weapons scientists have been told by the 
Senate Armed Services Committee to press 
on to the next generation of nudear weapons, 
which will be more specific in their requests 
than any that have gone before. 

The weapons are still concepts rather than 
engineering designs, but among those that 
“light enter the nuclear arsenals in the 1 990s 
are a nuclear explosive that could black out 
an entire country, a nuclear shell that is 
almost radiation-free, and an atomic bullet 
that could be fired from something resembl- 
ing a rifle. 

Development work on these and other 
ideas is going ahead at the Lawrence Radia- 
tion Laboratory at Livermore, California, the 
birthplace of many new weapons, including 
the neutron shell. 

One weapon that could be used in an attack 
on an enemy country is an electromagnetic 
pulse, or END 1 , bomb. This exploits one effect 
of a nuclear explosion that has long been 
known: the damaging effect of the radiation 
on electric current and radio communica- 
tions. 

An EMP bomb might be exploded 200 
miles out in space. This would cause no direct 
damage on the ground but radiation from the 
explosion would interact with the ionos- 
phere, the electromagnetic blanket around 
the earth some 60 miles up. to create some- 
thing like a gigantic electrical storm. 


The storm would cut off electric current 
and radio communications over a huge area: 
it is estimated that three EMP bombs could 
black out die entire United States. 

Another possibility is a pure fusion explo- 
sive. The hydrogen bomb is a fusion weapon 
but it uses an “ordinary” fission — or atnmir 
bomb — as a detonator to create the intense 
heat necessary to make hydrogen atoms fuse 
explosively. Weapons scientists have long 
sought a way to achieve this fusion without 
using a fission bomb. 

One possible way is with a laser beam. 
Usually lasers are generated by a huge and 
expensive apparatus, but some scientists 
envisage a compact device that could be put 
inside a nuclear warhead. It would produce a 
laser beam for a brief instan t to create a 
fusion explosion. 

It might even be possible to create fusion 
heat by a special configuration of explo- 
sives. Progress toward this was rfaimwH in a 
scientific journal recently by scientists in 
Poland. 

A thermonuclear weapon that did not use a 
fission bomb as a detonator would produce 
very little radiation. It might also be cheaper 
to build than present-day ones, making it 
available to more countries. 

The present neutron shell was designed as 
a battlefield weapon that would reduce mat- 
erial damage by maximizing lethal radiation 
and minimizing blast. Weapons scientists are 
now considering the possibility of a weapon 
that would have die opposite effect, maximiz- 
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ing blast and minimizing radiation. A nudear 
bomb that maximized blast might be useful 
against military hardware, such as airfields or 
missile sites. 

A weapon further in the future is one made 
of californium. This is one of the so-caDed 
transuranic elements: the elements that are 
heavier than uranium and, like plutonium, do 
not exist in nature but are created by some 
kinds of nudear fission. At present, califor- 
nium is produced only in minute quantities in 
laboratories. 

It is very fissionable. Every fissionable 
material has a critical mass — the size of lump 
that will explode. The critical mass of califor- 
nium would be much smaller than that of the 
two materials now used in nuclear weapons, 
uranium 235 and plutonium. 

It might be so small that it could be fined 
into something not much larger than a bullet, 
and have an explosive power of 10 or 20 tons 
of TNT. It could be fired from a gun carried 
by one man. or an artillery shell could carry 
hundred of them, to scatter like buckshot 

The existence of weapons tailored to have 
precise effects such as these would have sev- 
eral consequences. They would make a nuc- 
lear attack appear more plausible, and there- 
fore make countries more worried about a 
first strike by a nuclear-armed enemy, 
stimulating a demand for countermeasure. 

They would also blur the distinction bet- 
ween nudear and conventional explosives, 
and make it easier and more tempting to pass 
from using one to using the other.

D., that your doctor is aware that the use of 
antibiotics is often abused. 

In a recent international meeting of scientists in Boston, they 
stressed the dangerous increase in the number of antibiotic resistant 
bacteria. One of the reasons is prescribing antibiotics for ailments for 
which they are ineffective.

“Recent remarks by I~D. LeffalL Md, former chairman of the 
American Cancer Society, suggest that such an awareness is the black 
population's best hope for dealing with a runaway cancer rate. 

“In the last 25 years, the cancer rate for blacks rose 8 percent, 
while dropping 3 percent for whites. Virtually every major form of 
cancer, from lung cancer to cancer of the pancreas, shows up more 
often among Macks than whites. 

“Poor nutrition, a higher incidence of smoking and alcoholism. I 
and a concentration in more polluted work places may be factors as i 
well.

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Japan heads 
for clash 
on whaling

TOKYO (LOS) — Japan has been given a 
stem warning to comply with an international 
ban on commercial whaling after 1986 or face 
fishing sanctions by the United States. The 
threat was made recently as Japan defiantly 
decided to file an objection with the Interna- 
tional Whaling Commission (IWC) against 
tire ban. Norway, Peru and' the Soviet Union 
have also registered objections, and South 
Korea, Chile and Brazil may do so later. 

The American ambassador to Japan, Mike 
Mansfield, had warned that if Tokyo went 
ahead with its objection, the U.S. Congress 
might refuse to ratify a new fisheries agree- 
ment -signed with Japan in September. 

In September, 66 U.S. senators sent a tet- 
ter to Commerce Secretary Malcolm Bal- 
bridge urging him to invoke the Magnuson 1 
Act, which allows for the halving of fishing 
quotas in U.S. waters for countries that do 
not implement IWC decisions. 

By lodging an objection, a nation is free 
from IWC sanctions u ntil the objection has 
been dealt with. Japan catches more than a 
million tons offish every year within the US. 
200-mile exclusive fahmg zone, mainly in 
Alaskan waters. The catch represents about 
half of Japan’s total distant fishing haul. 

Another U.S. act, the Pelty Amendment, 
gives the president discretion to prohibit the 
import offish from countries that violate fish- 
ing conservation agreements. If invoked this 
would embargo Japanese fish exports to the 
U.S. worth $222 minion in 1981. 

Although tile Japanese government has 
publicly refused to “sell out" its own whaling 
industry, U.S. officials hope that it win even- 
tually succumb to economic logic — or what 
Tokyo officials term American “blackmail.” 

Japan's objection states that the IWC ban 
decided in July, is based on insufficient scien- 
tific evidence of international whale stocks, 
and that it runs counter to the IWCs found- 
ing treaty for both protection and use of 
whale resources. It would put 1 300 Japanese 
out of work and would endanger the jobs of 
another 50,000. 

Japanese newspapers have attacked the 
ban as an emotional derision by IWC coun- 
tries and call it an “interference” in tradi- 
tional Japanese eating habits. Last year Japan 
caught 5,205 whales, from which 20,000 tons 
of whale meat were produced. While insigni- 
ficant compared to the 1 1 million tons of fish 
Japan catches every year, the whale catch is 
by far the biggest of all the present whaling 
countries.

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Predicting infant 5 s health problems

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — By measuring 
body movements and breathing patterns of 
premature infants, two scientists believe they 
can predict which infants are at risk of 
developing serious health problems — 
ineluding sudden infant death syndrome — 
during the first five years of life. 

Research by Dr. F. Eugene Yates, director 
of the University of California, Los Angeles. 
Crump Institute for Medical Engineering, 
and Dr. Evelyn Tboman of the University of 
Connecticut has led to development of a; crib 
mattress with hidden instruments to record 
the infant' s movements and breathing .pat- 
terns, they said at a news conference here 
recently. 

The pair also displayed a teddy bear that 
can simnbte breathing. It is intended to . 


■■ teach" babies with dangerous breathing pat- 
terns how to breathe properly. Neither device 
can be marketed without government , 
approval, a procedure thar can be lengthy. 

Tboman, who has studied newborn’s steep 
and breathing patterns for 20 years, 
explained that scientists believe infants who 
are at risk of dying in their sleep are prone to 
periods of apnea — non- breathing — white 
asleep. It is believed that such abnormal brea-. 
thing results because the brain, which con- 
trols breathing, has not yet developed suffi- * 
ciently. By monitoring sleep and breathing 
rhythms of normal babies, researchers can 
better identify babies with defective rhyt hms . - 

However, before development of the 
instrument crib mattress and the electronic 
teddy bear, monitoring a newborn required 
long hours of observation or necessitated 
attaching electrodes and wires to the infan t.

■SAN SALVADOR, Nov. 22 (R) — A Sal- 
vadoran Catholic Church leader accused 
rightist death squads of murdering 78 
civilians last week and weakening the pros- 
pects for ending El Salvador s Civil War. 

Jests Delgado, secretary of the Salvadoran 
Bishops Council, said Sunday that an upsurge 
in death squad violence was ruining the gov- 
ernment’s attempts to work toward a political 
reconciliation of warring groups. 

Delgado said last week' s murders included 
the beheading of nine civilians and the mur- 
der of three youths pulled from the homes at 
midnight. “They (death squads) are showing 
us thefr cowardice and irrationality " he said. 
■■They are gaining no victory.” 

Lastweek’ s paramflitary killings, the high- 
est: recorded in a weekly period since Sep- 
tember, ran counter to the government’s 
efforts to lure leftist guerrillas into the politi- 
cal process, Delgado said. 

U.S. Ambassador Deane Hinton warned 


the Salvadoran government last month to 
crack down on political violence here or face - 
suspension of S212.3 million in projected 
U.S- aid next year. He said that as many as 
30.000 Salvadorans had been murdered since 
Civil War broke out three years ago but less 
than 1,500 of these crimes bad been prose- 
cuted in court. 

To continue U.S. military aid to El Sal- 
vador, the Reagan administration must cer- 
tify to Congress in January that the Salvado- 
ran government is making concerted and sig- 
nificant effort to improve its human rights 
record. 

Delgado said the government could curb 
the death squad violence in December to give 
the appearance of a better human rights 
record. 

But he said he felt paramilitary violence 
would jump in February after the Reagan 
administration issued its expected certifica- 
tion of an improvement here in human rights. 


Britons watch television less 


LONDON, Nov. 22 (AP) — Britons are 
watching up to 21 percent less television than 
a year ago, according to latest figures from 
the broadcaster* s Audience Research Board, 
financed jointly by Britain's two national 
networks. 

The average Briton spent 20.3 hours a 
week' in front of the box last month compared 
with 23.1 the previous October, according to 
the board* s findings. An even greater number 
switched off in September, watching an aver- 
age! 8.2 hours, compared with 23! in .Sep- 
tember 1981. 

“We may be seeing a broad sociological 
swing away from television, as happened to 
cinema' in the 1950s," the London Sunday 


Times quoted Nick Philips, a spokesman for 
Beecham Products, as saying. “I hope Tm 
wrong.” 

One advertising agency concluded that in . 
September only 57 programs had an audi- 
ence of more than 10 million viewers, down 
from 118 programs last September and 142 
in 1980. Britain has a population of 56 mil- 
lion. 

The Sunday Times said advertize is and 
advertizing agencies were concerned. But the 
audience figures could be distorted by video 
cassette recorders, now in 12 percent homes. 

The statistics are based on monitoring 
mechanisms attached to 3,000 sets around 
the country. 


Anne sees no African food shortage 


LONDON. Nov. 22 (R) — Princess .Anne, 
president of the Save the Children Fund, said 
that she found no real food shortages during a 
recent African tour, only ignorance of how 
people should be fed. 

The princess, daughter of Queen 
Elizabeth, toured Africa and the Middle East 
as the charity’s president. She said on British 
radio there were no food shortages in 
Somalia and she had “found this all over”. 

“ Basically there is plenty of food available.

.ence to children," she said. " Poverty as such 
is relatively mild. Malnutrition is not a basic 
problem unless there is a drought, then there 
is nothing to fall back on,” she added.

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Tories ahead 
in new poll 6 Ganf 


LONDON, Nov. 22 (AP) - Despite a 
record 33 mill ion people unemployed. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's Conservative 
Party has a 12-point lead over the main 
opposition Labor Party, an opinion poll pub- 
lished Monday showed. 

The Maiplan Poll for the liberal Guardian 
gave Mre. Thatcher's Tories 46 percent of the 
vote, compared with 34 percent for Michael 
Foot's Labor and 18 percent for the centrist 
Social Democratic- Liberal alliance. 

In the last Guardian poll exactly one month 
ago, the Conservatives' lead over Labor was 
10.5 points. The poll meant more good news 
for Mis. Thatcher, who is widely expected to 
call an election in the fall of 1983 ahead of the 
May, 1984 end of her five-year lerm. 

British administrations traditionally lose 
support in mid-term, but Mrs. Thatcher's 
party has been riding high in the polls after 
the euphoria of victoty in the Falklands con- 
flict with Argentina. 

“The strength of the Conservative position 
is shown by the way that the party has main- 
tained hs lead despite the absence of any 
good news on the issue which most concerns 
electors at present, the high level of unemp- 
loyment,” The GuanBan said m response to 
the poll. 

Most of the voters questioned believed 
high unemployment would remain for 
another five years and possibly much longer 
but shared the government’s view that Bri- 
tain’s problems have been caused by the 
recession and are no worse than in other 
industrialized nations. 

Last week another poll, carried out for The 
Standard^ London's evening news paper, pre- 
sented similar ratings, with the Conservatives 
receiving 42 percent of the vote. Labor 31 
and the alliance 23. When Mis. Thatcher 
came to power in May 1979, her party took 
43.9 percent of the vote against- Labor’s 36.9 
percent, sweeping in with a comfortable 
44-seat majority.

"Firm blows must be struck against them.” 

The Chinese press has reported a number 
of recent cases of punishment for leftist 
remnants from the 19ou-76 "Cultural 
Revolution” when the “png” presided over 
purges and factional fighting that severely 
damaged the party’ si mage. The four now are 
in prison. 

The 40 million- member party also has 
announced u three-year bousccieaning, to 
begin next year, with expulsion facing mem- 
bers who don't measure up to standards even 


after political education. 

The People ’ s Dai fy said the ‘‘gang - ’ fol- 
lower, Yin Hsueh-Ii. had headed "the “rebel 
general headquarters war department'' in 
Huainan in southeast China's Anhui pro- 
vince during the Cultural Revolution. It said 
13 persons died in armed struggle that he 
planned and organized. 

Yin was sentenced in 1980 to 10 years in 
prison, but this later was feduccdto six years 
and he was sent for labor reform on u slate 
farm, the piper added. 

In May. it said, Lo J u-fa, head of the farm' s 
No. 8 production brigade, sent Yin back to 
Huainan to use his old connections to obtain 
coke illicitly for a factor, at the farm. 

Yin stayed at his home for 2U days, throw- 
ing banquets for fellow Cultural Revolution 
faction members, while two escort officers 
stayed at a hotel and joined the banquets, the 
People "s Daily said.

Nerves are a wreck, Lennon’s widow says 


LONDON. Nov. 22 (AP) - Almost two 
years aficr the fatal shootiug in New York of 
former Beatlc John Lennon, his widow, 
Yoko Ono, says she is feeling the pressure of 
life without him more than ever. "I was hop- 
ing it would case but the trauma gets worse," 
she said in an interview published Monday in 
Britain s Daily Mirror newspaper. 

** What kind of a life is it when a mother and 
son can’t walk out alone together in a park? 1 ' 
shfi asked. Miss Ono and her son. 7-year-old 
Sean Lennon, are under constant protection. 
“Neither Sean nor I can go anywhere without 
a bodyguard," she said. “ Do you wonderthat 
my nerves are a wreck?" 

John Lennon, 40. gunned down on Dec 
1980, as be returned from a recording studio 
to his Manhattan apartment. Despite con- 


stant lean for her safety. Miss Ono said she 
had decided against moving. 

“I couldn't think of anywhere I wanted to 
be mote than here," she said in an interview in 
New York on the eve of a visit to Europe. 
•• And anyway. I’ve never run away from a 
problem yet.” 

She said she and her son still weep fre- 
quently for Lennon. "The only way Sean and 
1 can survive is by having a guod cry quite 
often. We get rid of our sadness that way,” 
she told the paper. Miss Ono. 49. said letters 
and gifts from Lennon fans all over the world 
had helped pull Sean and herself "through a 
kind of hell." 

“Some widows follow their husbands and 
die, in a sense,” she was quoted as saying.

IMF calls on banks 
to lend Mexico $ 5b 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (R) — The Interna- 
tional Monetary Fond (IMF) has asked 
commercial banks to lend about $5 billion to 
Mexico in a deal tied to an expected IMF 
loan, banking sources in New York said 
Monday. 

The deal, part of a package designed to 
solve Mexico's chronic foreign debt prob- 
lems, would be the first co-financing 
arrangement between commercial banks and 
the fond and would thus represent an impor- 
tant departure from previous IMF policy, the 
sources said. 

They said IMF Managing Director Jacques 
de Larosiere asked for new bank loans, which 
will be conditional on Mexico carrying out an 
IMF-agreed program of economic polides, at ■ 
an unprecedented meeting with top execu- 
tives of 18 major international in New 
York last Tuesday. 

De Larosiere, who has publicly sought 
more cooperation between hawfa and the 
IMF to help countries in financial difficulties, 
said he would also ask governments to pro- 
vide additional financial support to Mexico, 
the sources said. The IMF has tentatively 


agreed to lend Mexico, whose foreign debts 
total about $80 bffliop, nearly $ 4 billion 
over the next three years.

Ch ai rman foil Volcker, raring the growing

Passport racketeers make hay in Hong Kong 


ANKARA, Nov. 22 (R) — Petrol product 
pices were raised between 17 and 20 percent 

in Turkey Monday to match the felling value 
of tfac Turkish lira against foreign rair rer Kiffs,

gazette fixing new rates set the price of 
medium grade petrol for ears a 102 fora per 
liter (56 U.S. cents) compared with 85 lira 
(46 cents) before.

li ving accommodation. Canadian officials vis- 
ited the prestigious address advertised and 
found a service fiat and a post-box. “It is one 
of the most outrageous scams in years.” said a 
consular officer here. 

Also from Canada, tim e from an 
enterprise in Willow dale, Ontario, comes the 
offer of a U.S. “L visa, easily convertible to a 
permanent visa after one year,” price $700. 
The official price of an L visa is a 510 filing 
charge. Such visas are sometimes issued to 
executives transferring within a legitimate 
company and only by U.S. consulates.

\E uropean -Africa tunnel link on the cards 


MADRID, Nov. 22 (AFP) — Prospects 
for a tunnel linking Europe and Africa 
under tbe Straits of Gibraltar within tbe 
next decade have emerged at an interna- 
tional seminar here. 

After two years of study of the geological, 
sets mo logical, topographical and economic 
aspects of such a link, a joint committee of 
Spanish and Moroccan experts presented a 
report here last Wednesday with a complete 
blueprint for - the tunneFs construction. 

The seminar, attended by top interna- 
tional experts, agreed with the report that a 
tunnel was preferable to a bridge. Thai plan 
calls for an 5-shaped system of three tun- 
nels, one for rail and two for automobile 
traffic, that would link Punta Paloma in 
Spain with Ahares, Morocco, northeast of 
Tangiers. Tbe distance between the Euro- 
pean and African shores is 25 km (a little 


less than 16 miles). 

In studying the main tunnel, which is for 
rail traffic, the experts pased their report on 
Japan's Seikan tunnel and that under the 
Straits of Mefsina linking Sicily with the 
Italian mainland. 

.According to the project, the rail link 
tunnel could be built in fire years’ time, with 
the road tunnels three to four years huer.as 
evacuation of vehicle exhaust fumes need 
further study. 

Costs of the construction, according to 
Spanish and Moroccan officials could be 
rapidly recovered through toDs seeing the 
importance of exchanges in tbe area.

Dollar rates shed gains 


PARIS. Nov. 22 (AP) — Oil ronsumption 
in the 24-member countries of the Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) fell by 3.5 percent 
during the first half of this year, the Interna- 
tional Energy Agency (IEA) reported Mon- 
day. 

The industrialized West and Japan con- 
sumed 725 million metric tons of oil in the 
first six months of 1982 compared to 751 
million tons during the same period in 1 981 . 
the Paris-based IEA said. 

Meanwhile, indigenous oil production in 
the OECD area showed an increase of 1 .5 
percent to 353 million tons in the first half, up 
from 347 million tons a year earlier. 

The IEA figures show an increase of 9.6 
percent in the amount of oil produced in the 
North Sea in the first half of 1 982 61 A mil- 
lion tons compared to 56 million tons last 
year. 

At the same time, net oil imports to the 
OECD area as a whole fell by 1 2.8 percent to 
437 million tons, compared with 501 million 
in the first six months of 1981 .

JEDDAH. Nov. 22 — The dollar opened 
on a mixed note Monday in Europe and lost 
some ground against the major currencies 
by the dose of business. The Japanese yen 
continued its strong drive against the dollar 
and traded at 255.00 levels from the 257.60 
closing Friday night levels in New York. 

The British pound continued lo fall 
sharply, however, and once again reached 
the 1 .5910 levels on Monday after Friday’s 
stronger dosing at 1.6170 levels. The 
pound was affected by reports in the Sunday 
Times that the present government as well 
as the labor opposition party were not 
adverse to seeing the present pound's 
devaluation continue. What alarmed the 
markets, however, was the degree to which 
the government and the Labor opposition 
would go — with the laner saying that they 
would devalue sterling by 30 percent if they 
win the next general election. On Monday 
the Bank of England intervened moder- 
ately to support sterling but the pound was 
under continuous pressure all day. 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices traded erratically within Friday night 
closing levels. Gold prices were traded 
within $413 to 5414 an ounce and silver 
moved a few cents around $9.70 an ounce. 
Dealers do not expect major change unless 
the U:S. discount rate is cutback further in 
New York on Monday night. The decision 
by the Federal Reserve Board to cut the 
discount rate by only Vs percent on Friday 
night has caused the markets to remain 
am certain and’ there is still specu lation that 


the "Fed” could move again this week. 

In the Eurodollar markets, dollar deposit 
rates cased by about 1 T6 percent and then 
bounced back to close the day virtually 
unchanged with the one -year deposit at 1 0 
1 » - J 0 ‘.'4 percent level and the one-month 
at9 3. 16-9 5' 16 percent levels. Once again, 
the likely actions nfthe Federal Reserve are 
important in determining what happens to 
U.S. interest rates in the short-term. 

In the local markets, rival deposit rates

Little 
trading activity was reported Monday with 
institutions preferring t«> deal in short-dated 
funds and overnight deposits.

NEW DELHI, India, Nov. 22 ( AP) — Iran 
did not come to the 9th Asian Games to win 
medals, but to prove that sport still lives in the 
new Islamic Republic and -to convey the 
meaning of our revolution" to the world, its 
delegation leader, Bahrain Afsharzadeh said 
Monday. 

The Iranian contingent also wanted to pub- 
licize the barbarity of war, so it brought along 
18 former champion athletes who lost arms 
or legs in the two-year border struggle with 
Iraq. 

- Afsharzadeh, himself a 12-year national 
gymnastic champion, dropped a bombshell 
on arrival m the Indian capital when he told 
Asian Games organizers Iran would not 
march ii\jhc opening ceremonies unless they 
were granted four concessions. But they look 
part after India conceded to two of their 
demands. 

“Iraq is the aggressor" in the war, Afshar- 
zadeh said. “They have bombed our civilian 
populations and occupied our lands, and 
from a political point of view it was not our 
intent to march behind, in front or beside 
them." But the problem was solved by per- 


suading Indonesia and Iraq to switch places. 
And the hosts also substituted the female 
placard holder with a male to meet their sec- 
ond condition. 

Iran have entered only four of the 20 com- 
petitive events: cycling, weightlifting, wrestl- 
ing and soccer. So far its only medal, a 
bronze, has been in cycling. It has been over- 
whelmed in weightlifting, a traditional 
strength, by Asian teams. Iraq has yet to 
claim a medal 

The handicapped veterans show the war's 
toll on Iran's sports program. Ideology has 
weakened it further.

It is said that bridge is an 
easy game and, as a matter of 
fact, this is true in about 90 
percent of the hands you’re 
dealt But the sad fact is that 
the overwhelming majority of 
mistakes made occur during 
the bidding and play of these 
easy hands, rather than dur- 
ing tbe bidding and play of the 

difficult hands. 

Consider this deal where 
South was in three notrmnp 
and West led a diamond. 
Declarer won the trick with 
dummy’s nine, played a heart 


to his jack, and another heart 
back to East’s ace. 

East shifted to a spade, won 
by the king, and declarer 
relumed a low diamond hop- 
ing to get to dummy and cash 
three heart tricks. But West 
went up with his king of 
diamonds, returned a spade, 
and South went down one. He 
scored only eight tricks — two 
spades, a heart, three 
diamonds and two dubs. 

Declarer could have 
assured the contract had he 
not fallen asleep at the switch. p 
All he had to do was win the 
opening lead with the queen of 
diamonds ( ! ) and force out the 
ace of hearts. 

East takes the second heart 
lead with the ace but is 
helpless. Let’s say he shifts to 
a spade. South wins and leads 
the two of diamonds, taken by 
West with tbe king. West leads 
another spade, but school is 
out. Declarer takes the spade, 
plays the diamond sis to 
dummy’s jack, cashes three 
hearts and thus makes five 
notrump! 

Let’s grant that it seems ab- 
surd to win the diamond at 
trick one with your queen 
after dummy’s nine holds the 
trick. But that’s the kind of 
game bridge is — if you im- 
pulsively win the first trick in 
dummy with the nine and then 
start thinking about what to do 
next. That would be putting 
the card before the horse, 
which is a wrong thing to do.

Over defense budget 

Norway government 
faces no-trust vote 


OSLO. Nov. 22 (AFP) — Heated debates 
in parliament here over next year’s defense 
budget could lead to a vote of no confidence 
in the conservative minority government of 
Prime Minister Kaare WiiToch. The debate 
Monday comes as a climax after weeks of 
quarreling among parliamentarians on grant- 
ing funds for the preparatory work for the 
deployment of new intermediate-range nuc- 
lear missiles in Western Europe. 

. The opposition Labor Party has leveld its 
criticism against Defense Minister Anders C. 
Sjaastad. accusing him of withholding infor- 
mation from the defense committee in parli- 
ament. Sjaastad has stated in parliament that 
the committee has received all the informa- 
tion requested from the ministry about grant- 
ing money to preparations for Cruise and 
Pershing- 2 missiles channeled through the 
infrastructure program of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO). 

Labor leader Gro Harlem Brundtiand and 
other party officials have stated that the party 
stiU supports the NATO 1979 decision on 
modernization of nuclear weapons in West- 
ern Europe. But the party wants to delay the 
decision of granting money for the prepara- 
tions until more information is available from 
the Geneva negotiations on reducing the 
number of intermediate-range missiles m 
Europe. 

Mrs. Harlem Brunt! and has stated that the 
party does not want to spearhead the 
deployment preparations. She wants to await 


final decisions in the countries which are to 
receive the new American nodear weapons. 

The vote later Monday to grant money for 
the preparations win split parliament in a 
major question concerning defense and sec- 
urity issues for the first time in many years. 
The debate has aroused public concern in 
Norway. The "no nuclear weapons" move- 
ment has gained much public support and the 
political parties, especially Labor, are trying 
to join in. 

The Foreign Ministry has received official 
notes from several NATO partners expres- 
sing concern over the nuclear debate in Nor- 
way. fearing that anti-nuclear feelings could 
spread to other countries. Norway has wen 
acceptance in NATO for its view that no nuc- 
lear weapons will be based on Norwegian soil 
in peacetime. This declaration dates back to 
the early 1 960s, and no NATO partner has so 
far Questioned it

U.K. detectives 
close murder file 


NEWARK, England Nov. 22 (AP) — Not- 
tinghamshire detectives Sunday closed the 
murder file on a strangled wife found buried 
near her English home after her husband 
hanged himself in Libya, police said. 

Briton Ralph Savory, 35, an oil refinery 


engineer, was asked by British police to 
y fot 


return home after they found the body five 
days ago of his wife Pamela in a shallow grave 
in Sherwood forest, 16 kilometers from their 
home. 

Police said Libyan police informed them 
Sunday that Savory had been found hanged 
in his q uarters near the Azzawiya oil refinery 
where he worked 48 kilometers outside the 
Libyan capital, Tripoli. He was due to come 
home on Monday for questioning. 

•*The information received from police at 
Tripoli is that he committed suicide," said 
Chief Superintendent John McNaught. 
"Police officers engaged in the murder 
inquiry into the death of Pamela Savory are 
now returning to normal duties.” 

Mrs. Savory, 34, a schoolteacher, disap- 
peared Sept. 23 during her husband's last 
home leave. Savory told police she vanished 
after he walked out of the home when they 
had a quarrel. He returned to Libya Oct. 5, 
leaving their three children aged between 12 
and 8 with his met her- in- [aw. 


PEKING, Nov. 22 (AFP) — Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, president of the new Cambo- 
dian coalition in exile, who is currently in the 
North Korean capital of Pyongyang, has can- 
celed all travel plans, specially his projected 
visit next month to Cambodia to preside over 
a meeting of the coalition government. 

A member of the prince’s entourage, con- 
tacted by phone from Pelting, told AFP find 
the former Cambodian monarch, 60, was 
tired after recent travels and had decided to 
rest awhile in North Korea. However, tittles 
familiar with Cambodian affairs speculate 
that the prince might have been vexed by the 
reception given to Khmer Rouge leader 
Khieu Samphan recently in Peking, while the 
prince hims elf was in that city. 

The coalition over which the prince pres- 
ides had encountered many difficulties in its 
formation. It brings together fire Khmer 
Rouges, a Chinese ally ousted from Phnom 
Penh by Vietnamese forces, and the two 
anti-Communist movements headed by the 
prince and Son Sami. 

Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang has just told 
Son Sana, now in China, that no favoritism 
will be shown to any of the three coalition 
members. The coalition came into being last 
June. 

The same Cambodian watchers said 
China's public statements on the issue, and its 
recent repeated calls for unity among coali- 
tion members showed a certain wariness from 
the Chinese side. Prior to his Pelting visit. Son 
Sana had said that he would be asking for 
more military aid from Peking. 

At a banquet honoring San,, Premier Zhao 
had accused Vietnam of trying to drive a 
wedge among the coalition partners. Prince 
Sihanouk bad expected to visit Thailand and 
Cambodia next month. He also was to pres- 
ide at a coalition meeting in the Cambodian 
regions continued by the coalition.

De Lorean 9 s wife 
writes of many ifs ...

NE W YORK, Nov. 22 (AP) — Cristina Ferrare De Lorean says 
the friendship between her son and a neighbor’s child led to her 
husband s meeting with the boy’s fatter — the FBI informant who 
was instrumental in automaker John Z. De Lorean' s arrest on 
cocaine charges. 

"If, if, iL~," Mrs. De Lorean wrote in a diary kept from her 
husbands arrest OcL 19 to his release Oct. 29 on $20 million bail. "If 
we hatin' t bought the Pauma Valley house. If we' d stuck by our rule: 
No outsiders— If Zachary hadn't become friends with one of the 
neighbor’s children three years ago... If we hadn't met the parents, 
the father." 

Mrs. De Lorean’s diary for the 11 days was published in the Nov. 
22 edition of People magazine. People said the neighbor was Jim 
Hoffman, a confidential informant for the FBL 

The magazine said Mrs. De Lorean, a 32-year-old model, refused 
to pose next to the sports car manufactured by her husband’s com- 
pany, which has gone into chapter 1 1 bankruptcy. "X hate that car” 
she told editors. "Ifs been the cause of all our troubles. People said 
she agreed to sell her diary because, "while people are making jokes, 
I want them to know what if slike for the family." The couple has two- 
children, 11 -year-old Zachary and Kathryn. S. 

Her agent said she also needs the money, according to the 
magazine, which did not reveal how much it paid. The government 
contends that De Lorean, 57, became involved in a $60 million 
cocaine (teal in effort to raise cash for his failing company. 

Describing their first meeting after De Lorean’s arrest, in a Los 
Angeles courtroom, Mrs. De Lorean noted his concern for his family 
and the De Lorean workers thrown out of jobs when the British 
government closed the factory in Northern Ireland. 

“ My God, My God,” she quotes him assaying. “ Look what they 5 ve 
done to me. What am I going to do about ail those workers, their 
jobs?” Mrs. De Lorean also talks about her panic and resentment at 
the media coverage, her taking over the family’s financial affairs and 
hex disillusionment with many of her friends. 

She declared chapter 11 bankruptcy for De Lorean Motors and 
raised bail, holding only 10-minute conversations daily with her 
jailed husband. Her selling their stock in the New York Yankees 
baseball team bothered him, she wrote, "because be wanted to give 
his piece of the team to Zachary someday.” 

"All this has changed him.. .tins has brought him and has three 
brothers together again, banded them in love and unity. He under- 
stands the importance of family. ..This really has helped him spiritu- 
ally. Ifs the only consolation Tve had so far”. j 


N-freeze puts Danes in a squeeze 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Nov. 22 
(AP) — Denmark’s center-right minority 
government was in a squeeze Monday with 
just 24 hours to decide whether It will vote 
against a United Nations resolution to freeze 
nuclear weapons arsenals, or bow to majority 
opposition pressure and abstain. 

- If the 10-week-ofd government sticks to its 
original decision and votes “no,” the opposi- 
tion has threatened to put the issue before the 
Folketing. Denmark's parliament, creating a 
showdown that could result in a s tinging 
defeat for the four-party coalition. 

However,' spokesmen tor the biggest 
opposition party, the Social Democrats, said 
a Folketing vote would not necessarily be 
tantamount to a vote of no confidence, forc- 
ing the government to resign. "It could be 
just a matter of criticizing the government, 
without any call for resignation," one Social 
Democrat said. 

Anker Joergensen, former Social Democ- 
ratic prime minister, said earlier it would be 
up to the government to decide what conse- 
quences it would draw from a defeat on the

Dutch to fulfill NATO commitment 


THE HAGUE, Nov. 22 (AFP) — X he 
Netherlands will fulfill its nuclear commit- 
ments to the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO) and increase real defease 
spending by two percent annually during thej 
next four years, Dutch Prime Minister Ruud 
Lubbers said here Monday. 

In his speech at the swearing-in ceremony 
of his government. Lubbers called tbe Atlan- 
tic alliance the key to Western cooperation 
and promised that tbe Netherlands wifi con- 
tinue efforts to diminish reliance on nuclear 
arms. 

The new prime minister said that the 
Netherlands will continue preparations to 
deploy NATO missiles to pressure tbe Soviet 


Union to negotiate a reduction of nuclear 
weapons at Geneva. Lubbers said that parli- 
ament would debate tbe missile deployment 
preparations and that the Soviet attitude at 
the Geneva negotiations could influence the 
Dutch position on the deployment of Cruise 
missiles. 

Tbe prime minister also voiced bis gov- 
ernment’s support for free trade and admit- 
tance of Spain and Portugal to the European 
Common Market, and tbe strengthening of 
the European monetary- system. The prime 
minister said that the Netherlands wifi main- 
tain its aid to developing countries at the 
present level of 1 .5 percent of gross national 
product

Autumn elates 
Notrees town 


NOTREES, Texas Nov. 22 (AP) — In 
Notrees, an almost treeless town of 50 people 
and as many dogs on the bleak plains of 
America's southwest, autumn is a special 
time. 

"I saw a couple of leaves turn color,” one 
young girl exclaimed. "1 really did, and was it 
nice not tike those yuccas that do nothing.” 
“It may not seem much to most, but here in 
Notrees, we have a couple of leaves that 
change color ” says Joyce Green, a gas sta- 
tion attendant “For us, thafs worth celebrat- 
ing." “Some even cheer and dap," adds Billy 
Ray Green, her husband. “Remember, it’s 
not that easy for us to find trees or trees with 
leaves that change color.” 

Notrees has more oQ rigs on its horizon 
than frees. The trees it does have are a few 
mulberry trees planted over the pas: 10 years. 
Locals in Green’s station, the center of town 
activities, agree on one matter: Fall is still a 
thing of small beauty even in Notrees, where 
the season makes the briefest of showings. 

“Fall,” explains one mother to her daugh- 
ter. "You know, where the leaves change 
color. You’ve seen it on TV." Eveiy since the 
1960s, when 700 oilfield workers worked 
here, the town has shriveled, losing more and 
more workers as the oil business became 
automated and workers were laid off. Most 
who work in the area now commute. 

“There aren’t any natives anymore in Not- 
rees," Green says. “And once upon a time, 
there were no trees in Notrees” Notrees has 
no mayor and only four operating businesses. 
For the most part, it appears ghostly dead.
